The acatf'jld waa 
erected in the incloAUi'e of the Jail yard, and 
adinituinct) was gainad only by a ticket 'rom 
City Serneant Uioith. Notwitustaudinic tnis, 
the sinall space left was wall tUlaJ with 
people brouKltt out by idia onriosltjr. 

About o'clock tha priaoiiar aaat for 

Mr. Beverly Crump, and UMy had a oonfer- 
•noa, tha azaot natura of whioh ia not 
known. Tha Jail oHlaara wara busy at work, 
tasting tha ropa mml m thing prapantioiia 
for tha exeottuon. Thtf mpa waa madaof 
silk and weighed one pouiid and a quartar. 
Tha aoaffold waa mada bjr a oolorad ooundl- 
mMi of Riohmoud aad ia a vary primitiva 
itmetttra of pina. wood, tha drop being about 
sight faat. Tha trap waa aupportad by threa 
pieoM of acautltng, about four by six inohaa 
iusiaa. On ona alda oC it th« JaU walla stood 
twenty-two faat wida, oa tha othar tha Jail 
building, .making a aarrow oorridor of pix- 
t»en faat in width and about forty yards in 
length. Hara tba oroard asaambied packed 
cioaa togathar, and abova a long gallery on a 
pcrfaot laval with tha aoaffold wara about 
a hundred (leople. Thara wara alMOt a aeore 
of iiewspup'tr luen present. 

AftMr Mr Crump reportad that tha gov- 
■mor had determined not to interfara. S« r- 
gaaat Smith hurried his preparatiu i for lue 
axacutioo. Tba crowd on the outMide, num- 
bering at leut 15,000, yelletl and li >.>i,. i, imd 
•ecnied impatiaiit for tba crisia. At. 1 o'clock 
the prisoner wax led out of bia oelL Ho M.n-e 
a neat suit of black di.*goiial oioili an I a 
waterprtMif cloak buttoned iHilnnd.
